During the meeting FANG instructed Chinese military and 
political cadres on the Sino-sritish frontier to create inciderts in order to 
provide a pretext for the recovery of Hong song and séowlocn by the Chinese 
Communists. 
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When FAG and Li went te dowloon oa 30 June 1950 they traveled incognito by 
train. in sowloon FAG stayed in room 408, Aimberley lLotel, and LI in room

important Chinese Communist personae] which was held that night in FAJG's 
hetel room, 22 persous were preseat, including: LiaNG Chieh ( A )¥en,

meetings demanding freedom of self-determination and asking the Chinese 
Commuaist Forces to come to Hong Kong and Kowlocn to protect Chinese 
nationals. 
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On 1 July 1950 FANG and Ll returned to Shench'’uan, from where FANG went back 
to Canton. LI remained in Shench'uan, at the Sew asia Lotel, to control tha 
development of tre incident.
